Personal Calls To Be 
Made 


T Today in every city, village and 

hamlet of the United States a 
mighty arm of volunteer workers 
isprings into uction in the cause 
jpf humanity, anti opens the an¬ 
nual roll call of the American 
tied Cross. The roll call is the 
jgf^paign conducted thruout the 
couni.*, from Armistice Day to 
Thanksgiving day for the purpose 
of securing funds to carry on the 
relief work of the organization. 

During these two weeks an at¬ 
tempt is made to extend to every 
man and woman a personal invi¬ 
tation to participate in the work 
and become a member of the As¬ 
sociation. Membership dues fin¬ 
ance the work of the Red Cross 
and enable it to perform its man¬ 
ifold functions for the benefit of 
suffering humanity. The Red 
Cross cannot stop to raise funds 
when the emergency arises. Ac¬ 
tion, prompt and instant, is its 
life. Immediate action means the 
lives of many. 

Total expenditures of the Amer¬ 
ican Red Cross in the fiscal year 
to June 30 last in all fields 
amounted to $16,139,348 of which 
$11,360,348 represented the Na¬ 
tional organization’s appropria- 
4 tions and $4,779,000 the cost to 
the Red Cross local chapters. In¬ 
cluded in this total was a disaster 
relief, for which $3,216,893 had 
actually been expended to the 
close of the year. This does not 
.vtot’er expenditures which contin- 
| * - ued’ to be made in the Mississippi 

f Valley, flood, or in other disasters 

originating during the fiscal year 
but whose operations extended 
over into the current period. 

Service to disabled veterans, an¬ 
other outstanding demand on the 
organization, called for $2,930,223 
and service to men of the regular 
army and navy, $507,832. 

These expenditures emphasize 
the need for a larger membership 
and an increased income. 

The quota announced for Sierra 
Madre is 750, and Mr. Mitchell, 
chairman of the local chapter, is 
bending every effort to go over 
the top in the shortest possible 
time. There are many in Sierra 
Madre who annually take out con¬ 
tributing and sustaining member¬ 
ships at five and ten dollars each. 
Only fifty cents of each member¬ 
ship goes to the general fund, the 
balance remains in the treasury of 
the local chapter for local relief. 
During the past year approximate¬ 
ly $900 has been expended in 
Sierra Madre for the relief of the 
» sick and the needy and in aid of 

4- disabled veterans. The Red Cross 
' is our Community Chest, and it 
deserves the support of every 
member of the community, re¬ 
gardless of race or creed.

TODAY’S CELEBRATION 


W HEN Armistice Day was made a Cali¬ 
fornia state holiday it was with the 
understanding that it be made a memorial 
occasion rather than a carnival day. And 
it was fitting that Governor Young should 
insist upon the distinction. That does not 
mean that the day must be devoted to 
solemnities, although consideration of the 
sacrifices and other fruits of war cannot 
avoid a measure of solemn emotion. It was 
probably the type of celebration which is 
inspired by the cupidity of professional pro¬ 
moters that the governor had in mind when 
he laid down the conditions on which he 
would approve the bill. 

Armistice Day is an occasion of mixed 
emotions and no one type of celebration can 
do justice to it. Remembering the day 
when news of the Armistice told of the 
lessation of hostilities, there come to mind 
the mingled feelings in evidence. So wrought 
up did the nation become that it was only 
a short step from hilarity to prayer, from 
tears to cheers. 

So in Sierra Madre Armistice Day will 
have fitting observance. Appropriate trib¬ 
ute will be paid to the heroes and the 
martyrs of the great war, to those living 
and those who have carried the torch be¬ 
yond our ken. In the evening the boys of 
the American Legion and their loyal help¬ 
ers of the Auxiliary have invited the public 
to join them in a celebration reflecting the 
other side of the occasion. But it should 
be remembered that the good time which 
is in store is only one phase of the event. 
The aim is the raising of funds for Legion 
purposes. And those purposes are familiar 
to few of the general public.

The glo¬ 
rious climate with which we are blessed 
makes this a haven of rest and refuge for 
many of those disabled in the conflict and 
left to fight the long, disheartening battle 
of broken health.
